A SAVING T0 THE CITY.

Contractors Must Wait for Their
Money Without Interest.

AN IMPORTART COURT DECISION.

Contest ERenmewed Over the Will of the
Late Alex. H. Miller.

CHAFED BY THEIR MARRIAGE PETTERS

. Judge Stowe yesterday handed down
opinions ia the cases of Booth & Flinn and
Evan Jones against the City of Plttsburg,
sctions to determine the city’s liability for
interest on money due the contractors for
work on streets, sewers, etc. The guestion
in dispute was whether the contractors
should receive interest from the date of the
completion of the work, or from the time the
city became liable to pay the amounts due
or have suits brought.

In the case of Booth & Flinn Judge
Stowe declded against the contractors and
in the other case he decided in favor of
Jones, because interest hsd been provided
for in the ordinanee. The ruling in the
Booth & Flinn ecase, however, It is stated,
will apply to almost-all the rest of the
city's contracts, as the ordinance for the
Thirty-third street sewer, constrneted by
Jones, was almost the only one which pro-
vided expressly for the payment of interest,
on the balance due, from the completion of
the work.

The opinion in the case of Booth & Flinn,
which also gives the substance of the one in
the case of Evan Jones, 1s as follows:

A Distinotion Between the Two Cases,

There is a very marked distinotion between
this case and that of Evan Jones va The
City, Just deeided, iIn which he was allowed
interest on his olaim from the completion of
the work dons by him in that oase, vis: the
Thirty-third street sewer. There the ordi-
nauce, which was the basis of the con-
tract Dbetween the ocontractor and the
city, provided that *“for the parpose
of paying the balance dus on this contract,
to be awarded under the s of this
ordinance, after appl the amsessmonts
upon private ected within two
years the completion of the work done
under said contract, it shall be applied to
the payment of said balance with interest."

The plain terms of the ordinance indicate
that the interest was to be not from the
time the oity was bound vay, but from
the time the contractor was entitled to have
his money, to-wit, the time the work was
done. It cannos be intended to mean inter-
est from the time only the city was liable to
pay or besuned, because that would be the
case at all events, and further, becanvsa the
orainance pre-supposes the money will be
paid whenever the eity is bound to pay, and
sppropriation {s made in advance for thas
purpose. But here the case is different. The
et of Aprii 16,1870, makes no direct provision
for the payment of interest to contractors,
but authorizes Councils to provide for the
payment of contractors for the costand ex-
pense of constructing sewers, the grading
and paving of streets, oto., In whols or in

as the work and authorizes
i wing of sums not exceeding $100,
the issuing of bonds therefor, and evidently
the right to contract for payment of inter-
est to the contractor isimplied.
No Contract to Pay Interest.

1f the city would borrow money at Inter-
est it would seem to follow that arrange-
ments conld be made with contractors to
defer payments on ingerest, but apart from
this I think it clear that, under the general
authority of the act o provide for payment
of contractors, a right to provide for pay-
ment of interest is implied. Have the
Connells done so in this case? 1t is sald
that the act of 1887 provided for the ocollec-
tion of Interest on asssssmeants and therefore
it would be implied tbat it shomld
be paid to the contractors. The an-
swer is plain. Thatactis to be oonsidered
as lhoyh it had never been passed.

Every Mail Brings Applications for
a Place in His Burean.

SOME ENTERTAINING LETTERS

Written by Those Whe Would Emulste the
Famous 0ld Blenth.

WHY THEY WANT T0O BE MAN HUNTEES

“*The young man who sees in himself the
ekill, daring and peculisr qualifications to
make a detective is a confirmed nuisance,™
the superintendent of s local detective
agency sald yesterday. ‘‘Look hers,” he
went on, pointing to a heap of letters that
covered his d “that's to-day’s mail, and
the bulk of those letters are from young
men who wsnt to go into our businesa
Many of these letters are rare specimens in
their way, and all are self-written indorse-
ments of the applicant’s qualifications and
fitness for the place he seeks .

“The ambition to become & detective is
not confined to men alone. THE DISPATCH
published an account of female spotters be-
ing employed -to watch the con-
ductors on our street railways. Since then
our mail has been literslly flooded with
applications from women who wantto go
into the spotting business, and with nearly
every application eomes at least one case in
which the applicant says she has seen con-
ductors fail to ring up the number of fares
collected.

Women With a Grievanos.

“All our women applicants seem to have
8 grl,ﬂ.nee, and with their application for
a position they invariably flle their griev-
ance, giving in their letter enough roatine

to filla bonk. Here is a letter re-

ved from a lady this afternoon. Bee, it is

nicely written and the writer is evidently
Mgh{y educated. It says:

1 wounld like to have apoduoulngm
burean, I live in the East Engio“d ve
often seen the street car condnctors knock
down the company's money. I know I could
often catch them at it, Iamanxiousto earn
a respectable living. Iam 19 years old, and

my friends say 1 am handsome. If yon nead
a railroad spotter, I am satisfied I would suls
you.

The lady then signs ber full name and
gives ber address.

“Here is another,” the chief detectivee
went on as hes fumbled over the stoek of
late mail. The letter produced was dated
at Kansas City, The writer adopts the edi-
torial “‘we™ and talks glibly in the plural.
He says:

We have had vast experienca in all lines
of detective work, and are thoroughly con-
versant with the to phy of the country
within o radias 200 miles. m‘{ cases
brought toa ful issue by us demon-
strites our shrewdness and city, and we
possess all those attributea whicl go to the
muke-up of a successful thiel taker,

A Large Acqualntance With Crooka

We know and have had dealings with
neaarly sall the crooks in Kansas City and ont-
side towns.

The writer then signs his name with an
anonymous signature, by which he ssks to
be nddressed when the appointment 1s sent
him,

Wants to Practice Up a Little,

““Here is o letter,” the Chiet went on,
“from an Indians county boy, who tells of
his ability as a detective, but admits in
conclusion that he has never any ‘prac-
tice. See, he concludes by saying he knows
s good deal about the people of Indiana
county, and he is willing to come to Pitts-
burg and give the whole thing away if we
agree to pay him $100 & weck. )

“Here is another letter from a fellow in
Homestead. He says he Las been =&
constable and a freight brakeman. Those
are all the recommendations he gives. He
is. confident, however, that he would be
very useful in our business.

A young man from Chenango, Pa., where-
ever that is, writes as follows:
